Staten Island Inquiry Witness Bays
It Ualls Tuberculosis.

Pr. Llndsey II. Williams, Deputy State
Health Commissioner, who It conduct-
ing Oov. Whitman's Investigation ns to
whether tho Jl, 000, 000 municipal gar-ng- e

disposal plant which Is being erected
on Kutvn Island will be a nuisance and
detrimental to publlo health, was told
by an expert witness for the Metropoli-
tan Company, tho garbage
contractors, at tho session yesterday
afternoon that Instead of garbage being
a menace to health It waa u health
restorer.

W, J. Bprlngborn of New Bedford,
who has made a study of garbago for
twelve years nnd who Is the manager
of tho New Bedford garbage plant, testi-
fied that beforo he came to tha plant
a year ago ha was much run down and
In poor health. At preient he said that
ho was In the best of ncalth nnd at-
tributed his condition to working In nnd
about garbage.

Sprlngborn also cited a case of a
young man wlio was a victim of tuber-L'tilus- ls

and asked him to bo put to work
shovelling garbage. A year after the
iiiuii was nt the plant tho tuberculosis
had disappeared. He said that the Cobb-we- ll

process to be used at the Staten
Island plnnt was the most sanitary
process yet discovered.

W. J. Hathaway, Mayor of New Bed-
ford, testified that slnco the system was
Installed hn hail not vun com-
plaint ns to Its being n nuisance. Dr.
J. L". I'agquln, president of tho Hoard
nf Health of New Bedford, gavo like
testimony.

Sanitary Cade Concerning; Chickens
Suspended by Mayor.

A delegation visited the Mayor yes-
terday and asked that the section of
the sanitary code prohibiting the killing
of chickens except In a few large
markets be set aside for Tom Klppur,
which Is next Saturday.

Health Commissioner Emerson told
the Mayor that In the past this section
had been set aside for two days, but
that butchers had Imposed upon the au-
thorities hy killing fowl for six days.
Mayor Mllchcl agreed to suspend the
section, promising that If the butchers
violate It this ear It will not be sus-
pended next year.
